This has alienated the uuisa of tht- 
German voters, who have in past year 
been one of the elements of Republican 
strength in the State. 
It has alas 


weakened the party along the Miss- 
issippi River tier of counties v.-hore the 
principal brewing and distilling busi- 
ness of the State is located. 
Bat it 


claimed that this loss will, in a great 
measure, be compensated foi by re 
omits from 
Temperance Democrats. 


The Irish temperance organizations m 
Iowa number many thousands of voters 
who are principally Democints. It is saic 
that these organizations sympathize so 
strongly with the prohibition movement 
that, as it has been made a positive po- 
litical issue, they will vote the Republi- 
can ticket in order to assure its success. 
The Democrat organs and leaders deny 
that there is any defection from their 
party on account of the liquor question, 
and base their hopes of victory upon 
the expectation of getting tho German 
Tots, and the aid and support of brew- 
era, distillers and alt otners interested 
in the liquor business. 
In Minnesota 


the Prohibitionists are already 'm tht- 
field with a full State ticket, aud a pint 
form condemning both the old parties. 
The Democrats claim that this move- 
ment will draw its support almost en 
tirely from the Republicans, but even 
concede that, it is not likely to weaken 
that party enough to cost it the State. 
It is true that there are factional differ- 
ences within the Republican paity of 
Minnesota that have evidently impaired 
it* organization, but with the large ma- 
jority it has, the Democratic chance 
oan scarcely be considered more than a 
possibility.

He 
did not desire to overrule his prede- 
cessors. Possibly a remedy to recover 
the lands under the so-called "lapsed 
grants" might be founciiu Congress or 
in the Couits. On political matters 
the Secretary thought all the creditable 
things said of Presideut Arthur were 
deserved, and it was but natural thai 
his name should come up in connection 
with the next Presidency. Secretary 
Taller will return from his visit to 
Colorado in about ten days.

The Hawthorne Bulletin says : 
Public opinion is gaining strength 


against the further maintenance of the 
Walker River Reservation. The Indians 
seldom live upon it .and use it so little 
that it is practically abandoned by all 
but the Government employes. The 
Pyramid Lake fisheries are better for 
the Indians, as there are no seasons 
when fish can not be caught, .and 
maiket men can depend upon Indians 
catching enough tc supply them. Fish 
ing in Walker Lake is intermittent, and 
while very valuable under white man 
igemeu't, can not be depended upon 
for a market supply when xinder the 
control of the shiftless Indian. Conse- 
quently, buyers for the market are not 
leady to take the Walker Lake catch. 
They might supply customers one day 
and fail the next. The Pyramid Reser- 
vation ia large enough for all puiposes, 
is the favorite and is the home of tho 
Indians. This is really useless, but, if 
abandoned, would immediately become 
valuable for many purposes. 


Indians are making monsy working 


for the whites. 
The sum displayed on 


their blankets when they are gambling 
is sufficient evidence of this. 
They 


make nothing scarcely from the lake as 
they do not use it. 
When they fish 


they go to Pyramid, where there is an 
immediate ruaifcet for ail they catch. 
In fact, this reservation is a trivet of 
valuable mineral and agricultural land, 
•jurrotindmg a beautiful lake, carefully 
tied up with rod tape and deposited in 
a pigeon-hole in the State Department.

ully on thia side of the mountains. 
-Thinking a profitable industry in that 
t»e might be established, the Central 
Pacific 'Bailroad Company offered free 
ransportation for cuttings to any per- 
son in Nevada who would tiy the expei- 
inent. While no one availed themselves 
of that offer, nevertheless the espeii- 
ment has been triad, and in almost 
every instance with perfect success; 
especially is this the case in Keuo 
where the experiment has been more 
'euerolly tried than elsewhere in the 
county. At the residences of Dr. Hogan, 
Henry Orr, A. B. Williams, Charley 
Backer and many others are large guipe 
bowers hteruily loaded with fruit. 
It 


ia found that livto floats do not cffoct 
tho grape, for ilio leaiou that the vinea 
do not bloom until late in tho season 
when thoie is no longer any danger of 
frost. 
There is no longer a doubt but 


that grapes can bo successfully grown 
iu Nevada, yet no one thus far has at- 
tempted to luako it a business, bat the 
time is not far distant when niuuy of 
the small farmers in Nevada who ma 
now making si questionable living rais- 
ing hay and giuiu will turn their atten- 
tion to grapos and make money. Grape 
orchards in California, yield to the 
owncis a net profit each year of from 
$50 to $150 per ucro, and the name re- 
sult can be accomplished in Nevada.
